^ TUB LATEST su b ject which Is 
flu ttering the dovecotes of medi­ 
cal thou ght in called psychoso­ 
matic medicine.

sou l (psycho—-sou l) and really b y 
an interaction of b oth of them. 
There is nothing startlingly new 
ab ou t this, hu t the recent stu dies 
have served to focu s it and state 
clearly the ob jectives of treatm ent 
in su ch cases. 
The specialty of psychosomatics 
has already attained considerab le 
respectab ility. Dr. Henry Chris­ 
tian, of Harvard, in editing the 
latest edition of Osier’s Textb ook 
on Medicine, which has for over 
half a centu ry b een the b ib le of 
practitioners, pu ts a chapter on 
psychosomatic disorders a t the 
very b eginning of the b ook. There 
are two text b ooks pu b lished de­ 
voted exclu sively to the su b ject, 
and the whole 
-su e of the last 
nu mb er of the Medical Clinics of 
North America is lab elled "P sy­ 
chosomatic Medicine.” 


Idea o f Psy cho so matic* 
There is a man who has *he dis­ 
cs -o and the disease which has 
the man. That is the b asic idea of 
psychomatics. 
In 
the 
case 
of 
the 
acu te 
diseases;—infections, 
trau m atisms, neoplasms—the re­ 
lationship is fairly simple and the j 
entities of b ody and mind are fair- ; 
Iv separate. Bu t in many other 
conditions they depend on 
a long 
stretch of b ackgrou nd of associa­ 
tion and partnership of b rother 
b ody and b rother mind and b roth­ 
er sou l. 


The hu man organism passes 
throu gh levels of growth and de­ 
velopment. They inn b e rou ghly 
classified and describ ed thu s: 


1. The somatic phase. The b ab y 
is nearly all b ody. As development 
proceeds the child b egins to have 
ideas ab ou t his b odily fu nctions. 
Hou sehold environment conditions 
this to a considerab le extent, lf 
the parents are fu ssy, and that 
means fu ssy b eyond the req u ire­ 
ments of hygiene, ab ou t w hat 
foods .are good or "b ad for you ,” 
or ab ou t regu larity of the b owels, 
or exaggerate little u psets—su ch 
as temperatu re rises—there is al­ 
ways 
the 
possib ility 
that 
the 
psyche will b e overly consciou s of 
the b ody, a n i these ideas are fre­ 
q u ently carried over into adu lt 
life. 
Development of Ego 


2. The narcisstic stage—the de­ 
velopment of the ego. This, as we 
all know. can b e over-developed, 
and a c c oil* for the psychology 
of tho only child. Brothers and 
sisters teach the child there arc 
other people in the world, all ju st 
as important as he is. 
3. Tho su igenderisfie stage— 
which is awareness of other hu ­ 
mans of the same sex, b egins 
shou t the age of five and last# 
u ntil pu b erty. 
4. The lite r gen der!-tic stage— 
du ring which there is adaptation 
to hu mans of the other gender. It 
is hardly necessary to expatiate 
on how mu ch fou ndat ion for fu tu re 
ill health—menial and b odily—is 
laid down in this stage. 


5. The phase of adju stment of 
all the stages that have gone b e­ 
fore. In most of u s the adju st­ 
ment is prt tty good—su rprisingly 
good as we look b ack on the possi­ 
b ilities. In others not so good— 
and these are the patients of the 
psychosomatic doctors. 
Me w'ill consider them in more 
detail tomorrow'.
